WITH NEW LINE OF STEAMSHIPS 


The Estimated Total Traokas 
of 
the Road It to bo One Hund- 
red and Thirty Mllae. 


Tho fact that electricity Is to be tho 
motive powor of tho new 
Hllo-Koha- 
la 
railway will come In tho nature of a 
surprlso to Island people, but sucn ap- 
pears to be the case It there is 
any 
truth In tho following from the Chi- 
cago 
Times-Heral- d: 
"Through the efforts of a Chlcagoan, 
Herbert B. Gchr, a company has been 
formed which proposes 
to 
build the 
first railroad on tho Island of Hawaii. 
Of tho eight Islands forming tho Ha- 
waiian group, 
only the Isle 'of Oahu 
has any railway lino, the road In this 
Instance consisting of but sixty miles 
of track running from Honolulu. 
Tho 
charter for tho Kobala & Hlto Railway 
Company, 
as tho now corporation 
Is 
known, was obtained from President 
Dole by Mr. Gehr on June 26. The cap- 
ital stock of 13,000,000 already has been 
subscribed, tho greater amount being 
taken in Now York and Boston. 
On 
October 24 Mr. Gehr will return to Ha- 
waii with an engineer for final consul- 
tation with Enginocr BUhop, 
who 
Is 
now surveying tho route. 
"The projected railway 
Is 
to run 
from Hllo, 
tho principal port on 
tbo 
eastern coast of Hawaii, to the city of 
Kohala. 
Tho line will have 
a 
total 
trackage of 130 miles, and trains will 
bo run by electricity- - 
Tho road 
will 
pasB through the foothills marking the 
approaches to Mauna 
Loa, tho volcano 
whoso recent eruption attracted 
much 
attention. 
Tho country 
to 
bo 
tra- 
versed 
prcseuts soma serious difficul- 
ties In engineering. 
Orders for mate- 
rial will bo let within a few weeks, 
It 
Ib stated, and construction 
will 
begin 
shortly. 
"Tho operation of tho new road, Its 
projectors say, 
will 
affect tho 
com-mor- 
co 
of the entire group of Islands. 
A lino of express boats may operate 
from Hllo direct to San Francisco. Wa- 
ter rights have been conferred 
upon 
tho corporation by tho charter, which 
may result In special steamship 
serv- 
ice from various coast points to Hono- 
lulu, on tho Island of Oahu.

freight at the landing In spite of very 
heavy weather. 
It 
should 
be under 
stood that the landing is situated on a 
Muff high above the sea and communl 
cation 
Is had with vessels and boats 
licnnath by means 
of a 
wire cable 
tihlch extends from the bluff to heavy 
. (incliors embedded under the sea. Down 
this wire rope a, sort of cage goes up 
and down carrying freight and passen- 
gers, 
as 
may 
be. 
When 
the 
cage 
reaches a certain point in its descent 
Jt is released by Bomeone.on the vessel 
below throwing open the clutch which 
' holds It to the wire and It drops Into, 
or rather Just over, a boat waiting un 
dcrneath to receive it. 
The last freight had been hoisted to 
Urn landing last Thursday 
and 
the 
purser and the freight clerk were de- 
scending the wire to get on board again 
when 
the 
accident 
happened. 
John 
Kill, captain of the hold and an expe- 
rienced employe 
of the company, had 
charge of the wire and should have re 
leased the clutch at the proper mo 
ment 
The heavy rolling of the vessel, 
however, caused him to delay a moment 
or two longer than 
ho should have, 
and when the released hook and heavy 
tacklo came down It struck him In the 
breast, causing instant death. 
There 
was no one to blame; the accident was 
caused entirely 
by the rolling of an 
angry and capricious sea, and was one 
of those events against which no hu 
man foresight could have provided. 
Captain 
Dennett 
immediately 
re- 
turned to Laupahoehoe, where the body 
of the unfortunato man was put ashore 
and a full statement of the occurrence 
made to Deputy Hheriti L. D. Swain of 
.that 
place. 
That 
official 
decided, 
against 
the protests of Captain, Ben- 
nett 
and 
the 
steamship 
company's 
.agent there, who insisted that ac 
in- 
quest should bo held, that the facts of 
the accident were so plain 
and 
un- 
avoidable that an Inquest was not nec 
essary. 
Another slight accident also occurred 
on the same trip. 
The mate of tho ves 
sol was carrying a big lump of Ice on 
his shoulder when the rolling of the 
vessel threw blm against ono of 
the 
cabins with such forco that he received 
a bad cut on the neck from the sharp

Captain 
llsunett 
sewed up the wound, 
putting several 
stitches In It, and the man is all right 
again.

FROM WASHMGTM 


Mlniatar Damon' 
Mission to Italy 
and How It la Vlawad by tha 
Amarloan Qovarnmant, 


Special 
Agent Sewall 
yesterday 
de- 
livered three communications to 
Min- 
ister 
Mott-Smlt- 
h 
at tho Foreign Office, 
which wero in the nature of personal 
answers to Inquiries previously made 
by the Hawaiian Government on the 
three subjects embraced. 
Ono of these referred to the claims 
of British and other foreign residents 
of Honolulu who aro endeavoring to 
collect damages from 
tho 
Hawaiian 
Government for alleged illegal Impris- 
onment during the rebellion of 
1895. 
Some time slnco the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment caused printed copies of all the ev 
idence in these cases to be transmitted 
to Washington, and 
It Is understood 
similar copies 
wero forwarded to the 
British Government at London. 
These 
cases wero sent by the State Depart' 
ment to 
Attorney-Gener- 
al 
Griggs with 
a request for his 
opinion 
thereon 
This was given and the Stato Depart- 
ment Incloses a copy of the same to 
Special Agent Sewall with Instructions 
to forward It to the Hawaiian Govern' 
ment and to communicate to the Gov 
era ment that the State Department of 
the United Stales declines to consider 
tho claims but recommends that the 
Hawaiian Government reconsider them 
and endeavor to effect 
somo 
settle 
ment which will bo satisfactory to all 
parties. 
The merits of the claims are 
not acknowledged 
In any way, as tho 
United Stateslecllnes to go Into them, 
but It is suggested that It would bo do 
slrablo for all parties concerned 
to get 
rid of them 
beforo 
the enabling act 
for tho new Territory 
of Hawaii 
Is 
brought up for passage. 
In a nutshell 
these claims aro now exactly 
In tho 
position they 
wero 
when 
first 
filed, 
with tho prospect, however, 
of recelv 
Ing more favorablo consideration. 
Tho second letter relates to Minister 
Damon and his trip to Italy, and also 
represents the views of the State 
De- 
partment 
at 
Washington. 
The 
Ha- 
waiian Government 
Is virtually 
given 
to understand that tho United States 
Government 
vlows 
with considerable 
disfavor Minister Damon's mission, as 
being 
In 
contravention 
to tho well 
known views 
of the United States nt 
tho present time on the subject of emi- 
gration In general and Italian In par- 
ticular. 
If tho Advertiser is correctly 
Informed, 
and It generally is In these 
matters, tho Hawaiian Government Is 
distinctly and plainly Informed 
that 
the acts of Samuel 
M. Damon ns Minis 
ter of FInanco and agent of the Ha 
waiian Government In his endeavors 
to obtain Italian 
emigrants 
for Ha 
waii are repudiated entirely. 
As to his 
acts as Samuel M. Damon, private citi 
zen, the State Department has nothing 
to say; tho objection is solely to the 
use of his official position. It Is under- 
stood that Mr. Damon has been made 
aware of this decision 
and Is govern- 
ing himself accordingly. 
The title to be given tho Minister 
of Foreign Affairs of 
the 
Hawaiian 
Government 
was tho subject 
of 
the 
third letter. 
Some time since there 
was an Intimation 
from Washington 
to the effect that It would 
bo moro in 
accord 
with 
tho changed conditions 
brought about by annexation 
if this 
official was hereafter named tho Secre 
tary of Stato. 
To this intimation the 
Hawaiian Government demurred, call 
Ing attention to the fact that tho pre 
sent Hawaiian Constitution and many 
of the statuto 
laws 
would havo to be 
amended 
to 
conform to tho change. 
The 
Washington 
Government 
con 
cedes that tho Hawaiian Government 
Is right In this matter and rules that 
tho office may remain 
under Its old 
title.

Compromise Is the condition of suc 
cess 
in worldly affairs. 
Government 
is Itself a compromise. 
Abstract jus 
tice is not common. 
It is tho Ideal, 
towards which all things slowly movo. 
Those who are sensltlvo about com' 
promising with evil will recall the fact 
that 
tho 
Lord 
"compromised" 
with 
Solomon, 
and permitted him to have 
seven hundred 
wives and threo hun- 
dred, 
concubines. 
Nowhere-- 
does 
He 
order Solomon 
to reduce the number. 
It 
to. be presumed 
that the "prin- 
ciple" of 
polygamy 
was a bad 
ono, 
but tho Lord 
did not order It to be 
discontinued, but merely pointed out to 
the wise man that his wives wero 
lead-la- g 
him after false gods. 
Tho sugges- 
tion was that he should regulate them. 
Judicious compromise) should bring 
ua nearor by each step 
towards 
ab- 
stract right, and such Is the history of 
evolution for good.

They see that 
tho policy of the British In Africa la 
tj establish strong colonies 
with 
uni- 
versal suffrage, placing every resident 
of whatever nationality upon the same 
footing as tho British themselves, just 
as they have done In Canada and Aus- 
tralia. 
They seo that It Is better for 
Africa, better for tho world, that 
bo-fo- ro 
a large white population exists In 
Africa 
that 
Anglo-Saxo- n 
Institutions 
be established thero onco for all time. 
Instead 
of 
delaying 
tho 
Inevitable 
strugglo to a timo when an army of a 
quarter of a million 
of men 
in arms 
must settle It, with blood and Iron, It 
is better to settle It now and forever, 
with a less number, and with a smaller 
sacrifice. 
The policy and conduct of the Boers 
towards the intelligent Outlanders 
Is 
tho same as that of tho British King 
towards our own ancestors which 
pre- 
cipitated tho Revolutionary war. 
The 
Boers do not Intend to let tho Outland- 
ers rule the country, however 
numer- 
ous and Intelligent they may be. 
As to the doctrine of self 
Mile, we 
Americans are wisely and bravely dis- 
carding It, unless education and intel- 
ligence 
undcrllo it, and 
wo aro not 
preaching about it from tho house tops, 
but aro making It manifest In Luzon, 
Porto 
HIco and Cuba. 
As tho Boers 
have settled down to a permanent 
dis- 
crimination against the most precious 
beliefs of tho 
Anglo-Saxo- n 
race, thero 
romalns but ono course only by which 
to correct thoir errots, nnd that course 
tho British are taking. 
When the Boers, 
in tbolr greed 
for 
money, permitted and encouraged 
tho 
Intelligent Outlanders to enter, reside 
und Invest an enormous amount 
ni 
capital 
In the Transvaal, there arose 
an unwritten contract between the par 
ties, that tho Outlanders, if they were 
good nnd responsible 
cltlzeiiH, 
should 
have some, political rights. 
Tho 
con- 
tract 
Is broken and tho British 
will 
now 
enforco 
It. 
The serious 
people 
ot America, 
reluctant as they nro 
to 
approve of tho uso of force, will give 
tbelr sympathy to tho British 
In the 
execution 
of their wise policy 
of 
lap- 
ping tho world 
with just nnd 
whole-som- o 
laws. 


ANNEXATION 
OF 
CUBA 


The movement tar the annexation of 
Cuba is quiet but continuous. 
The pro 
moters of It avoid, at present, exciting 
public discussion 
over It In the States. 
Americans 
contlnuo 
to invest heavily 
in cane nnd 
tobacco 
lands. 
Senator 
Park of Michigan 
and 
Congressman 
Hawley 
are promoting 
several 
largo 
corporations 
which 
own 
extensive 
tracts of land. 
The Cuban 
Land 
nnd 
Steamship Company 
has purchased 
30,-0- 
acres of land and Invites American 
farmers to scttlo and Join in 
cano cultivation. 
Tho promoters 
claim 
that 
they 
have 
already 
3000 
American 
Investors. 
The scheme for annexation Is a 
slm-pl- o 
one. 
The people of Cuba are to be 
gradually taught 
that there 
Is great 
profit In annexation and no profit with- 
out It. 
It Is believed 
thnt any senti- 
ments the Cubans have in favor of In 
dependence 
will yield to tho argument 
of the pocket. 
While Congress has pledged Itself to 
iralntain 
Cuban 
Independence, 
It has 
not pledged Itself to refuse 
nnnex-.itlo- 
If tho Cubans ask for It. ' 
Ah annexation 
means 
tho introduc 
tion 
of 
Cuban 
products, 
especially 
sugar nnd tobacco, Into the States, free 
of duty, tho annexation movement will 
bo a popular ono In Cuba, and tho most 
ignorant part of the population 
will 
gradually favor it. 
Several 
years will 
pass 
before 
this 
movement 
takCB 
an 
effective 
shape. 
When It does, tho question will bo be 
fore tho American people, whether It 
will annex a territory, whoso products 
will compete, with thoso of the several 
States. 
Tho strategic and commercial 
value of Cuba 
Is admitted. 
But, aro 
theso advantages offset 
by tho disad 
vantages of competition? 
Tho Ameri- 
can farmers of tho Mainland 
will

sist on "protection."

law which forbids it. 
As tho President 
has assumed tho power to suspend our 
laws, as ho has dono in tho election 
case, he Is open to the'cliargo 
by his 
enemies of not suspending our assisted 
Immigration laws, so that neither Asia 
tics nor Europeans can bo aided to reach 
theso Islands. 
While the protection of 
our own Interests justifies him In per- 
mitting us somo latitude or privileges 
In securing labor, during tho transi- 
tion period, 
it may not help 
him 
In 
carrying 
his political responsibilities.

Mrs. Whiting's health not show- 
ing signs of improvement, ho applied 
for and obtained three months' leave, 
and is now proceeding home to report 
for duty, as before stated. 
A reporter from the Advertiser wait 
ed upon Captain Whiting at the Afong 
residence on Nuuanu avenue last eve- 
ning and obtained some very interest- 
ing matter from the Captain's own 
ob- 
servation of affairs In the Philippines. 
Starting 
from the commencement 
of 
hostilities 
In 
Manila bay, 
It would 
seem that tho vaunted bravery of the 
Spanish fleet was rather exaggerated, 
for upon raising the sunken vessels the 
damage Inflicted 
by the American fire 
was not sufficient 
to warrant 
the 
ex- 
treme action taken by the Spaniards in 
scuttling 
their 
ships. 
Take 
for 
In- 
stance the Isla do Cuba. 
Upon raising 
her the only damage 
apparent 
from 
shot or shell was one 
shot right 
squarely In the center of the conning 
tower, one smaller shell on her port 
quarter and 
nnothcr 
square 
in 
the 
stern, while in her bows she had two 
torpedoes with 
war-hea- 
complete all 
ready for action. 
It would appear from 
this that the one shot In the conning 
tower had taken all tho fight out oi her 
ami In turning tail for shallow water 
she received 
her 
other Injuries. 
Of 
course no estimate of damage to her 
light 
upper-wor- 
k, 
beats, etc., could 
be 
made, 
as after tho action 
tho Petrel 
and Concord set flro to her. 
Much the 
same state of affairs exists In the Isla 
do Luzon and Don Juan de Austria. 
As Is well 
known, Dewey's 
orders 
were only to capture or destroy 
the 
fleet wherever found, nnd ho destroyed 
It effectively. 
It Is probable he would 
have contented himself with the cap- 
ture only of those .vessels afterwards 
burnt. 
He, 
In fact, expressed regret 
that he had not done 
so, but he was 
not aware at the time that tho whole 
fleet was In Manila bay and assumed 
that he would have to follow stray ves- 
sels around the various Islands. 
The 
Spaniards, 
too, probably thought 
he 
would 
bo content when 
their vessels 
were sunk and take his leave, and this 
Idea is tho more reasonable when it Is 
stated that previous to opening all sea 
cocks and valves In order to scuttle the 
ships they hr.d 
carefully 
coated 
tho 
machinery with white lead and tallow 
to preserve It from tho salt water, evi- 
dently Intending to raise the vessels 
and refit them nfter the departure 
of 
the American fleet. 
A peculiar 
rumor 
Is 
still current 
throughout 
Manila and It is that 
Ad- 
miral Montojo 
took 
no actual part 
In 
the battle. It Is said that on tho night 
previous to tho 
fight 
ho entertained 
friends at his house in tho city of Ma- 
nila till midnight, and also that at 
7 o'clock on the morning of the event- 
ful day he was seen by many members 
of tho English Club still in the city but 
driving towards Cavlte, twenty miles 
away, and yet again at 11 o'clock of the 
same morning ho was again In Manila.' 
Now If these statements are facts, ho 
was not In battle, since the fight began 
at daybreak and was over when he re- 
turned. 
The rumor further 
suggests 
that on his drive out to Cavlte he saw, 
the state of affairs, gave orders tc his' 
captains to scuttle their ships and then 
returned to the city. 
When the raised Juan 
de Austria 
was placed 
upon (ho slip at Cavlte to 
be patched up, her old captain, 
who 
Bpoxe Engiisu nuently, came down 
to 
look at her, and returned to the city in 
company with Captain Whiting, 
who 
remarked having seen him at tho ves- 
sel. 
"Yes," said

captain, "and 
what surprises me Is that you made so 
rew nits." 
"That's so," said Whiting,

you run away from

Grant was too busy yesterday prepar- 
ing for his Journey, It was 
said, to 
discuss tho plans ol tho trip. 
"He authorized the statement, 
how- 
ever, that he was going to Honolulu 
with Bishop 
Potter. 
Asked 
as 
to 
whether ho was going to tho Philip- 
pines, ho sent word that he must refer 
all such inquiries to Bishop Potter. The 
Bishop 
was out of town yesterday. 
"Bishop Potter' announced 
his 
In- 
tention of going at least as far as Ho- 
nolulu during the 
Diocesan 
Conven- 
tion last week. 
Ho 
Introduced 
the 
Bishop of Western Texas and tho Bish- 
op of Central Pennsylvania to the con- 
vention, nnd followed the introduction 
with a peculiar remark to them that 
ho was going to Honolulu on business 
connected 
with tho Church Expansion 
Board and that ho would hold tho visit 
ing bishops responsible for tho spirit- 
ual condition of this diocese 
while, ho 
was gone. 
"The Rev. Dr. Nelson, 
the Bishop's 
secretary, said 
yesterday 
that 
the 
Bishop had 
not-tol-d 
him ho was to go 
to the Philippines. 
A number of cler- 
gy,

the Bishop, 
declined 
to deny or affirm 
the story that the Bishop

a personal study ot Philippine affairs.

Bishop Potter has

some time opposed

McKlnley administration regarding the 
Philippines. 
"The House of Bishops meets in St.

Intimated that the Bishop would

leave the country until after tho meet- 
ing of the House of Bishops."

flames.

Before 9 o'clock the flames 
burst out above dec!: and the city was 
aroused by the repeated whistlings of 
the tugs Fairfield nnd Favorite, which 
hastened to the burning vessel's assist- 
ance. 
The Wllna had been fastened to 
the mill wharf bow foremost, with an 
anchor out over her stern. 
The tugs at 
first alternated to nut out tho flro with 
small streams 
of wator from 
their 
imnins. 
This Droved futllo despite the 
assistance of the crows of two lumber 
schoonera 
lying near. 
About 9:30 
tho 
flames 
had gained 
such headway that tho Wllna was cut 
loose from tho wharf and hauled out 
Into the stream, where sho lay at an' 
chor. 
The dock where sho was loading 
Is a mlla from tho sawmill 
and 
is 
reached by a narrow wharf over which 
It was Impossible to haul a flro engine. 
It being at extremo low two it was aiso 
Impracticable to load flro engines upon 
scows. 
An enort wai mauo in mis ui-- 
rectlon, but It was found that tho only 
available scow was 
fast on the 
tide 
flats and could not ho moved until the 
tide came In. 
Fire 
Department 
officials 
speedily 
sent word to Captain Slater and tuga 
that tho Fire Department 
would 
ue 
able to extinguish tho flro If tho Wllna 
was hauled to the Ocean dock, where 
half a dozen flro cnglucj could throw 
streams Into 
her 
from shore. 
This 
movo was not 
attempted, apparently 
because It was feared tho burning ship 
would set tho 
warehouses 
on flro If 
towed In shore. 
She wan accordingly 
left to burn. 
The Wllna Is owned lu San Francis 
co. 
She left mat port 
cpteraner m ror 
Tacoma to load 1.200.000 feet of lumber 
for Sydney 
under charter to Charles 
Nelson ft Co. 
She bad 300,000 feet of 
lumber in her hold.
